Washington, Feb. 24.—The only fea- 


ture, so far as could be discovered, of 
real importance as throwing any light 
un the cause of the explosion, contained 
in letters received from Key West, was 
a statement that the two boliers In the 
after boiler space were all of the eight 
boilers of the Maine that were under 
steam at the time of the explosion. 
This fact had a negative value, for it 
disposed at once of the theory that an 
exploding boiler had caused the wreck. 
The experts all say thu.1 by no possibility 
could the after boilers' explosion have 
wrecked the fore part of the Maine and 
left the after part almost unharmed. 


Much interest was shown in a dis- 


patch from Admiral Sicard giving the 


mmendattons of Captain Sampson 


of the court of inquiry as to the raising 
of the wreck. 
Various interpretations 


were put on the expression, "forward 
half completely destroyed." 
This was 


regarded as a partial confirmation of 
tho theory that the forward magazine 
had exploded, as that is one of the most 
important portions of the forward half 
ot the ship. 
At the same time it was 


held by some authorities that the de- 
struction of the forward half of the 
ship did not necessarily mean that the 
forward magazine had exploded, as this 
might still be intact, although a part 
of the general wreckage.

as to Its destruction.

latter leads to a desire to be informed 
on the exact quantity and quality of 
the coal supply at the time of the ex- 
plosion.

signed as nv.:ch for the protection of 
the ship against gunboats as for ca- 
pacity to hold coal. 
One expert said 


that these-bunkers in his own exper- 
ience nad not been omptied in months. 
All of this has to do wit'u the spontan- 
eous combustion theory, as the bunkers 
abutt on the magazines and might have 
set off even the safe brown powder it the 
latter were exposed to a degree of heat 
above 600 degrees for some time. 
The 


request besides may show that Captain 
Sigrsbee is not yet satisfied as to the 
cause of the explosion, notwithstanding 
the expressions as to the cause that have 
been attribuled to him by unauthorized 
persons.

regarded as an interesting point that 
the Maine, fur the first time during her 
stay in the harbor, lay at the partii ular 
spot where she was at the time of the 
catastrophe, and It is suid. though not 
officially verified, that the Maine u;is 
the first foreign war vessel moored to 
this particular buoy since the tioubk-t 
in Cuba grew acute. 


All stories as to laxity on the Maine are 


without a shadow of truth.

Havana, Feb. 24.— Captain Sampson, 


president of the court of inquiry, has no 
Idea of the length of time the court will 
f emain in session. It all depends on the 
testimony, and new features requiring 
further investigation may develop at any 
time. Sooner or later, every survivor 
of the Maine will be examined, which 
seems to imply that sessions for that 
purpose will be continued later at Key 
West. Although this information 
is 


meager, It is absolutely all Captain 
Sampson will give to the press. The 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
sees him by appointment twice daily, 
but there is a rigid rule to observe sil- 
ence until the facts in the case have de- 
veloped through th* testimony 
sented.
